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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 





It is pleasant to contrast the present with the past 
when we can realize that decided progress has been 
made in the development and cultivation of the mind 
and heart. ‘Thus it is with dur schools as we compare 
their present status with what it was one yearago. A 
large proportion of the 385 pupils in our town is far in 
advance of their standing twelve months since. This 
fact hangs a bow of promise over the future, giving us 
increased faith in the assurance of the good time com- 
ing, of which we like to read and for which we are 
ready to struggle. As are the schools, so will be the 
town, the state, and the nation; and is it not equally 
true that, as are the parents, so will be the schools? 
How true it is that what children see and hear at home 
soon flies abroad. ‘They are good thermometers of the 
atmosphere by the hearthstone. 

In this age we cannot question the assertion of 
Bacon, that ‘*‘ Knowledge is power,’’ or of Montesquieu, 
that ‘* Education makes the man.’’ The declaration of 
Webster referring to our state, is significant, when he 
said, ‘‘If we cannot grow corn, we can grow men in 
the old granite state.’’ We believe that no other nat- 
ural division of the earth surpasses New England in 
this respect, not even literary England or scholarly 
Germany, nor did cultured Italy or classic Greece excel 
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it in their palmiest days. If our state fails to produce 
intelligent men and women the fault must be with the 
people. If she cannot vie with the west in raising 
wheat and yielding gold, she can rank among the high-. 
est in producing cultivated moral characters. 

So what we should have specially in view, is to 
teach our youth to think, bringing all their mental re- 
sources into subjection to the will, controlled by enlight- 
ened conscience. Wherever this is done, young life 
blossoms into noble manhood and beautiful womanhood. 

As we now stand at the partings of the old and new 
school year, it is well for us to ask, have we done our 
full duty as it regards our schools? Have we been 
wont to consult frequently with the teachers, to ascer- 
tain just how our children were doing, as to their con- 
duct, and in their studies? Have we expressed as much 
zeal in behalf of education, as we have in political and 
business affairs? The past winter the schools have suf - 
fered from allowing so many outside matters to interfere 
with their progress. Some pupils have been allowed 
to spend too many evenings upon the ice, or in public 
resorts, or at whist tables, or away from home where 
they should have been preparing themselves for the 
coming school day’s duty. Is it not passing strange 
that any parents will allow their children to be out night 
after night without knowing what company they are 
keeping? This in a large measure will account for the 
bad habits formed on the part of youths in spite of what 
can be done for them in the public school, the Sunday 
school, or the church. Where children lack true polite- 
ness, are boisterous on the street, or in the store, or 
disturb religious meetings, it shows with few exceptions 
that there is lack of proper home training. All this 
works against the prosperity of the schools and the 
moral welfare of the community. 
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It does seem that the time has come when all pupils 
ten years of age and upwards, should enter our schools 
to govern themselves and regard most punctiliously the 
regulations made to aid and protect the faithful students. 
Whenever they fail to do this after proper probation, 
they should be suspended and remain so until they give 
evidence that they will return to the school to obey 
strictly the rules. How preposterous in this age of 
moral reforms and marvelous improvements that large 
pupils should. be in school to be governed. The idea 
that one or more students should disturb a whole school, 
thereby causing loss of time and opportunity which can 
really never be made up, is absurd and sinful. There 
should be no longer an occasion, if there ever was, for 
the birch and rawhide to be in the schoolroom. ‘If 
pupils are bound to be incorrigible, we have reform 
schools in which they should be placed. 

Why is it that some men are so given even in the 
presence of the young, to telling how they used ‘*to cut 
up” in school, apparently glorying in their misde- 
meanors? Now such a course lends a bad influence, 
and only.serves to stimulate the young to be disorderly, 
oftentimes influencing them to infer that the truly heroic 
lies altogether in the way of disobedience and violation 
of law. We should forbear speaking of bad conduct 
only when forced to do so, and then always with a deep 
sense of regret and sorrow. 

The fact is gratifying that more visits have been 
made to our schools the past year by parents and friends 
of education than, perhaps, ever before in the same 
time. Six hundred and sixty names are enrolled on the 
registers and this number does not include the many 
who participated in the exercises of the village schools 
Columbus Day. But when we consider that we have 
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nearly four hundred pupils in our schools, this aggregate 
is not large, really, decidedly too small. Not more. 
than a fourth part of the parents, or guardians, of the 
children have been into any school the past year. Now 
is this right? Can parents discharge their high duty 
when given to such remissness? How does it look for 
those conscious of such neglect to find fault with teacher 
or. school, pursuing a course to breed suspicion and 
exaggeration, verily encouraging disorder and misrule? 
What kind of a town would Marlborough be, if made 
up wholly of such material? 

The discipline in our schools has been of a high 
order. For the most part the pupils have guarded 
against whispering, the monster of all mischief makers 
in school. Only two instances of profanity or falsehood 
have come to the knowledge of the school authorities 
during the year. A large proportion of the children 
have aimed to keep their persons, desk and books, clean 
and free from damage. When glass has been broken 
or injury done to school property, by accident or other- 
wise, the agents have come forward, confessing the 
mishaps, and ready to make restoration. This is noble 
on the part of the boys and deserves to be highly com- 
mended. 

A few parents have been disposed to keep their 
children at home so far as possible, and evade the law, 
thereby making a necessity for the truant officer to 
exercise his authority and so put the town to unjust ex- 
pense, as well as doing great injury to our schools by 
irregular attendance and losing class work. Diphtheria 
and other ailments have prevailed some terms so as to 
cause unavoidable absences and loss of schooling. 
But we can submit with composure to. such visitations, 
as they come in spite of our well doing. This sick- 
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ness greatly reduced’'the number of names on the roll 
of perfect attendance. It kept out of school for a day, 
or more, a large number of the best students whose at- 
tendance would have been complete had it been in their 
power to have made it so. 

The want of systematic classification which seemed 
five years ago far off, has been largely overcome, and 
the studies are now fairly arranged from the primary 
through the grammar school, so that throughout the 
town all the pupils can pursue their studies to the same 
definite end. ‘This is as it should be, giving all the 
children equal advantage. By the graded system and 
the same number of weeks of schooling, all have equal 
opportunity for a good education. 

As the number of children in town is increasing and 
our present schoolroom capacity 1s crowded, it seems 
a necessity that steps should at once be taken to furnish 
more room. ‘The students in the first grammar school, 
consisting in part of high school scholars, can bear tes- 
timony that they have been at times greatly incon- 
venienced from the need of more recitation room. 
Then, too, many parents have entered complaints, 
because the primary children in the village cannot be 
in school but half a day, for the reason there is no room 
for them. By some means these hindrances should be 
removed. 

It is expected at the forthcoming town meeting that 
the citizens will fix the rate of mileage for the children 
living more than a mile and a half from the school 
which they attend. This should be done by the town 
instead of by the school board. 

The teachers throughout the year have been devoted 
to their calling. Their work has proved them untiring 
in their efforts to fulfil duty. All have been experienced 
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and apparently ambitious to surpass themselves. The 
schools never appeared better than at the recent close, 
giving ample proof that the money invested in them 
has not been wasted. While there has been good 
progress made in all the different studies, perhaps the 
most striking development is in the direction of accurate 
expression of thought and feeling. There has been a 
marked deficiency in this particular in all our schools. 
In many instances where work had been correctly done 
on paper, or the blackboard, gross failures would be 
made in trying to explain or tell what had been done. 
The strangest of all is that in our educational system, 
from the bottom to the top, the art of expressing. one’s 
thoughts clearly and vigorously in the mother tongue, 
has received comparatively so little attention. Our 
grammar school has taken the lead in effecting a change 
for the better, or overcoming this difficulty, and all the 
other schools have so co-operated as to achieve most 
satisfactory results. 

The teachers have given special attention to mental 
arithmetic, so that we can say that it is taught and 
studied in our schools. The spelling book is no longer 
a misnomer to the children, nor music a nonsensical 
branch, but has come to mean study and discipline. — 

The thirty-three weeks of earnest, faithful and conse- 
crated labor on the part of our teachers, has tended to en- 
large, polish and beautify the minds and hearts under 
their charge. The closest, most thorough and exacting 
instruction is what will live the longest and yield the 
best and most abundant fruit to our children. Such 
instruction alone will teach them to think so that spirit 
shall control mind, and mind rule the flesh. When this 
power is gained, then in a high sense the young may 
be called scholars and be fitted to perform successfully 
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their life-work. Weare confident that the aim of the 
teachers has been to induce their pupils to be ornaments 
in the school, on the street, in the public gathering, at 
home, and in the church. 

While our schools have made creditable advance- 
ment in the past, let us not feel that they are what they 
should be, or what we intend to have them. Wherein 
we have failed to lend our influence for their highest 
good, let us make up for the neglect in the future. Our 
social, civil and religious enjoyment largely depends 
upon their prosperity. Make them then of such a grade 
that the children of our town shall go out from them, 
prizing most of all their own individuality in the sight 
of God. Then, if they become tillers of the soil, they 
will recognize a creative energy greater than that of the 
earth; if teachers, they will pay more deference to 
quality than quantity in their instruction; if stock- 
holders in shop or factory, their minds and heart will 
not depend, like belt and gearing, wholly for movement 
upon water-wheel or engine. Let their schooling ren- 
der them masters of their vocations, not slaves to them. 
Then they will go forth free men and women in the 
sight of heaven. ‘This will compensate a thousand-fold 
for all sacrifices and financial expenditures made in 
support of our free schools.

TRUSTEES OF FROST FREE LIBRARY. 





Although the trustees have given much attention to 
the best interests of the library, there is little of import- 
ance to report regarding the past year. 

Owing to the necessary payments for the additional 
grounds, there have been no new books added. We 
look forward to the time in the near future when, with 
completed payments for these grounds, funds will be | 
available for the purchase of much needed additional 
books. The fence around the grounds has been. com- 
pleted by the town. 

The librarian reports the number of books taken 
out to be 5,437 volumes; a slight decrease from the 
previous year. 

The amount for fines collected and cards sold during 
the year, was $11.17. Some of the books have been 
re-bound, and others which were too much worn out for, 
further use, have been replaced in duplicate. ‘These 
books have been covered, an experiment which has 
resulted in greater care of the books than has been 
heretofore shown. 

August 26 marked the twenty-fifth anniversary of — 
the opening of the library. A public meeting was held 
at the town hall, August 29, when a large audience 
assembled to do honor to the occasion. ‘The exercises 
consisted of short addresses on the history of the library, 
and the benefit it has conferred on the town.
